Special Child (ADD/ADHD/Autism) -

Some of you who were 
lucky enough to know me as a child 
might remember me as a child 
who required a disproportionate 
amount of attention or correction. 
Called a “problem child” by 
some and kindly described by the 
smarter ones of you who realize 
that I just wanted to “do my own 
thing”. There are a group of boys; 
we are in our fifties and sixty’s 
now, growing up in Aruba who 
I fondly remember as the “bad 
boys”. Really bad? Not really, we 
were expressing our own budding 
individualism in healthy ways. 

Unfortunately, today 
when we describe a boy who 
“requires a disproportionate 
amount of attention or correction” 
we are probably of talking 
about a boy suffering from 
developmental disorders such as 
Attention Deficit Disorder (ADD) 
or autism. This is bad. Worse, 
having to recognize that we are in 
an epidemic that conservatively 
affects 1 in 166 children; there 
are many more autistic boys than 
girls. 1 in 68 families have a child 
that needs a disproportionate 
amount of attention. 

Epidemic? Yes, the 
incidence of autism has increased 
from 1 in 10,000 in the 1970s 
to 1 in 150 today, an increase 
of over 6,000%. Many more 
children are diagnosed with 
other neurodevelopmental 

disorders all considered to be 
on the same spectrum including 
Asperger’s, ADHD/ADD, speech 
delay, autism and many other 
developmental and learning 
disabilities. 

There are three 
distinctive behaviors that 
characterize these disorders. 


The hallmark feature of autism 
is impaired social interaction. 
Parents are usually the first to 
notice symptoms of autism in their 
child. As early as infancy, a baby 
with autism may be unresponsive 
to people or focus intently on 
one item to the exclusion of 
others for long periods of time. 
A child with autism may appear 
to develop normally and then 
withdraw and become indifferent 
to social engagement. The normal 
development period has been 
noted to be up to when the child 
was immunized. 

Although, 
pharmaceutical companies 

state that they have removed 
Thimerosol from childhood 
vaccinations, flue shots, and 
even B- complex injections, they 
are still made with ingredients 
that use Thimerosol in some 
part of the process. Thimerosol 
is a mercury-containing organic 
compound. Since the 1930s, 
it has been widely used as a 
preservative in a number of 
biological and drug products, 
including many vaccines. Dental 
amalgams are another high source 
of mercury. Dental amalgams are 
50% mercury and studies show 
that high levels of mercury from 
the parents cross the placenta 
into the growing baby. Medical 
researchers believe there is a 
direct link between the exposure 
of mercury, a widely known 
brain poison and the increasing 
incidences of autism. 

Since mercury is the 
most toxic heavy metal, in our 
clinic we started screening our 
patients suffering from neuro¬ 
developmental disorders for toxic 
heavy metals using head hair. 
Over the years we have realized 


what numerous scientists have; 
that autism, autistic spectrum 
disorders and ADD have similar 
characteristics to those of chronic 
metal toxicity. Knowing that toxic 
metals disable a growing body 
and brain by producing chronic 
irritation, I started looking for the 
culprits of chronic inflammation 
in these children. 

The triad responsible for 
generating chronic inflammation 
in your body is: toxic heavy 
metals, bowel toxicities, and the 
wrong food for your metabolic or 
blood type. There is now a great 
deal of information available 
that tells us that toxic metals and 
chemicals such as mercury, lead, 
arsenic, cadmium, insecticides 
and pesticides are a causative 
factor in many cases of autism 
and ADD. 

Inflammation in the 
brain is clearly a feature of 
autism, according to a study 
published November 2004, in the 
scientific journal of the American 
Neurological Association. The 
researchers found that immune 
system components that promote 
inflammation are consistently 
activated in people with autism. 

We have witnessed 
children withneurodevelopmental 
disorder symptoms caused as 
a result of mal absorption and 
intolerances to certain foods. 
Dairy products and gluten 
contained in wheat and grain 
products have shown to be the 
most offensive. Some of our 
patients’ parents have reported 
remarkable changes after the 
elimination of these foods from 
the diets of their children. Both 
of my boys are over six feet, 
healthy guys, who have grown 
strong without cow’s milk.

NEW YORK - Investors 
carried Wall Street to a 
remarkable second-quarter 
performance even though 
stocks’ big spring rally stalled 
weeks ago. 

The maj or indexes all managed 
to end the quarter with double¬ 
digit percentage gains. Now, 
whether the market regains

its momentum in the July- 
September period or hunkers 
down again will depend on 
what companies have to say in 
the next few weeks — not just 
about their own prospects, but 
the economy’s as well. 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average rose 11 percent during 
the quarter, while the Standard 
& Poor’s 500 index surged 15.2 
percent. Both indexes logged

their first quarterly gains since 
the third quarter of 2007. The 
Dow also had its best quarter 
since 2003 and the S&P 500 
its best since 1998. 

The S&P 500 index and the 
Nasdaq composite index are 
finishing the first half of 2009 
in the black. The Nasdaq, 
heavily populated by tech 
stocks, rose 20 percent for its 
first winning quarter in a year 
and had its best quarter since 
2003. The quarter turned out 
better than most traders might 
have expected when the major 
indexes sank to 12-year lows 
in early March on growing 
despair about the recession. 
But the market’s advance 
wasn’t as impressive as it 
was in mid-June, when the 
major indexes hit multi-month 
highs. Since then, investors’ 
uncertainty about the strength 
of an economic recovery has 
brought the Dow down 4 
percent, the S&P 500 down 
2.8 percent and the Nasdaq, 
1.5 percent. 

On Tuesday, the last day of the 
quarter, the Dow fell 82.38, or 
1 percent, to 8,447.00; the S&P 
500 fell 7.90, or 0.9 percent, 
to 919.33, and the Nasdaq 
slid 9.02, or 0.5 percent, to 


1,835.04. 

Investors have gone through a 
big psychological shift over the 
past six months. After sending 
the Dow plunging to a 12-year 
low in early March amid fears 
of another Great Depression, 
they drove it up a staggering 
34 percent from mid-March 
to mid-June as the global 
economy and corporate world 
showed signs of stabilizing. It 
was the shortest time frame 
for a market recovery of that 
size since the 1930s. And 
while no one knows yet if 
the United States was coming 
out of a recession during the 
just-ended quarter, the market 
as measured by the S&P 500 
acted as if it was. The S&P 
500 was up 13.6 percent in the 
first quarter of 1991 as it came 
out of a recession, and 16.8 
percent in the fourth quarter 
of 1982. “That massive fear 
of a complete failure in the 
financial system? That’s been 
taken off the table,” said Brett 
D’Arcy, chief investment 
officer of CBIZ Wealth 
Management. “The doomsday 
predictions? Those have been 
largely pushed aside.” 

But investors are well aware 
that American businesses may 


still be facing hard times. 
That’s making the market 
uneasy about what corporate 
executives have to say in the 
coming weeks. 

First, there’s the issue of 
how they’re making money. 
Companies largely cost-cut 
their way into profitability in 
the first quarter of 2009. That 
technique might not fly with 
investors looking for signs 
of real growth as they enter 
the second half of the year — 
when the economic recovery 
is supposed to arrive. 

“I don’t think the markets are 
going to give companies a free 
pass anymore,” said Keith 
Wirtz, president and chief 
investment officer at Fifth 
Third Asset Management in 
Cincinnati. 

Second, investors want to 
hear executives’ take on 
the economy. Outlooks are 
important in any business 
environment because 

companies offer more detailed 
views into economic indicators 
such as orders, inventories 
and consumer trends. 

Even if the forecasts are 
disappointing, analysts 

believe stocks are on a more 
solid footing than they were 
earlier this year. The market 
is no longer being driven by 
panic. 

Still, stocks have paused and 
wobbledbecause the economic 
data that fired up their rally in 
early March haven’t improved 
significantly the past few 
weeks. 

“The world isn’t ending,” 
said Wirtz, but now, “all 
eyes and all thoughts are on 
the recovery side: How big 
will the recovery be? How 
strong?” 

Companies aren’t laying off 
workers as much as they 
were in early 2009, but the 
unemployment rate keeps 
heading toward 10 percent. 
Reports have shown that 
consumers are saving more 
than they’re spending, and 
that home prices still haven’t 
recovered. 

Stocks fell Tuesday after 
the Conference Board’s 
consumer confidence index 
fell unexpectedly in June. 
The Standard & Poor’s/Case- 
Shiller index showed another 
decline in home prices, albeit 
it the smallest since June 
2008. □ 
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Immigrants in US are asking far money from home

FAIRVIEW, N.J. - For five 
years, immigrant day laborer 
Leo Chamale wired money 
twice amonth fromN e w J er sey 
to his family in Guatemala. 
Recently, he stepped up to the 
money transfer window for a 
different purpose — to ask 
that his family send some of 
his savings back to him. 

“I hadn’t worked for five 
months, and I was two months 
behind on rent, so I had them 
send $1,500,” the 21-year- 
old Chamale said in Spanish. 
“My mother said, 'That’s a 
lot of money!”’ 

With the U.S. economy in a 
ditch, money transfer agencies 
have been reporting a decline 
in the wages immigrants are 
sending back to their home 
countries. Now, it appears 
some immigrants are going 
a step further — asking their 
relatives to wire them money 
back. 

“We’ve never seen this 
before,” said Marlen Miranda, 
manager of Peerless Travel in 
Fairview, which runs a money 
transfer service. “I mean, one 
or two people might receive 
money for a special reason, 
but not this quantity of 
people.” 

Miranda said she has seen 
her customer base dwindle 
from 200 people to 75 who 
regularly use her money 
transfer services each month. 
Of those 75, Miranda said, 
about 20 now come in to 
receive money instead of 


sending it home. 

“They can’t send them much, 
because the economy in their 
countries is so bad,” Miranda 
said. “Sometimes people only 
receive $20 from home.” 

It is not clear how much 
money is being sent back to 
the U.S. or how widespread 
the phenomenon is. Large 
money transfer agencies, such 
as Western Union, said they 
do not disclose how much 
money is sent or received 
by their field offices. Banks 
in foreign countries often 
track only money sent into 
the country by their citizens 
living abroad. 

But clearly, these “reverse 
remittances” — as the money 
wired back to the U.S. is 
called — are extremely small 
when compared to the money 
immigrants send home. 
Immigrants working in the 
U.S. sent more than $50 
billion back to their native 
countries last year, according 
to the World Bank, which 
predicts the amount will drop 
5 percent in 2009. Mexico’s 
central bank said remittances 
sent to that country are down 
more than 18 percent in the 
past year, and registered their 
biggest decline on record in 
April. 

Alejandro Tejada, manager 
of Tenares Communications, 
a Western Union office in 
Passaic, said he, too, has 
noticed money flowing in 
reverse, into the U.S. — a 
phenomenon he rarely, if 
ever, saw before. 


It began around late March, 
Tejada said, after a tough 
winter in which construction 
projects and other ventures 
that usually employ 
immigrant day laborers 
ground to a halt. 

World Bank economist Dilip 
Ratha said he devised his own 
measure of how much money 
is sent back to immigrants 
living in the U.S. and other 
countries. Analyzing foreign 
currency deposits in the 
Dominican Republic, Mexico 
and India from February 2008 
to January 2009, Ratha found 
that immigrants from those 
countries tapped into their 
savings accounts — money 
they had previously wired 
home — at an accelerated 
rate as the global economy 
worsened. 

The amount of foreign 
currency on deposit declined 
7 percent in the Dominican 
Republic, 12 percent in India, 
and 6 percent in Mexico 
during the 12-month period, 
Ratha said. 

Nevertheless, “people are 
sending far, far, far more 
back home than what they 
are taking out,” he said. 


Ratha said the surge in money 
wired back to the U.S. will 
not last long. 

“The ability of, let’s say, a 
Mexican family or a Nepalese 
family to be able to send 
dollar remittances to maintain 
somebody to pay for living 
expenses in the U.S. or in 
Europe is very weak, because 
they are very poor,” Ratha 
said. “And the savings that are 
there of the migrants are also 
not very significant in most 


cases — so those savings will 
run out very quickly.” 
Standing on a street comer a 
recent morning in Palisades 
Park, looking for work, 
Chamale said he is now 
hoping to earn just enough 
for a plane ticket home. 

“I was forced to ask for money 
from home during the winter 
months,” he said. “After that, 
I said to myself, 'That’s it 
— I’m heading back to my 
country.”Q

NEW YORK - “The Little 
Mermaid” is set for its final 
Broadway swim. 

The lavish musical based on 
the Disney animated film 
will close Aug. 30 after a 20- 
month run, producer Thomas 
Schumacher announced 
Tuesday. 

“As much as it hurts to do, 
it’s the best thing to do ... for 


the show because it allows 
‘Mermaid’ to its maximize 
its audiences now during the 
summer,” said Schumacher, 
president of Disney Theatrical 
Productions. 

A national tour is planned for 
fall 2010 and it will be followed 
by overseas productions. 

“By the time ‘Mermaid’ 
closes, it will have done 685 
performances,” the producer 
said. “It’s a respectable run, 


just not what I would have 
hoped for. ... At some point, 
one has to put one’s ego aside 
and do what’s best for the 
production. And certainly in 
our case for the shareholders 
who have invested in it. We 
have to do right by the show.” 
“The Little Mermaid” has 
done respectable although not 
boffo business since opening 
in January 2008 at the Lunt- 
Fontanne Theatre. Last 
week, for example, it grossed 
$863,745, out of a potential 
gross of nearly $1.3 million. 
Disney doesn’t reveal the cost 
of its shows, and Schumacher 
declined to discuss the 
“Mermaid” recoupment, 
saying: “We don’t go into 
that. The only time we’ve 
ever talked about it was 
on 'Mary Poppins’ (it did 
recoup) and that’s because we 
had an outside producer on it 
— Cameron Mackintosh.” 

But shows like “Mermaid,” 
with lavish sets and costumes, 
usually cost upward of $15 
million.

Who’s Really the Father of 
Michael Jackson’s Kids?

Los Angeles (E! Online) - Is it tme that Michael Jackson wasn’t 
the dad of some of his kids? If they aren’t related to him at all, 
how can Michael’s mom get custody of them?

It’s been assumed for years that Prince Michael and Paris are not 
biologically related to the late star—reports have been floating 
around since at least 2004, when newspapers worldwide picked 
up on a tabloid report citing court papers filed by Jackson’s ex- 
wife Debbie Rowe. 

The new mmor surfacing, of course, is that the mystery dad now 
allegedly has a name, face and profession. Us Weekly magazine 
is claiming he is Arnold Klein, the dermatologist who treated 
Jackson’s reported skin disorder. 

If these reports are tme, what might that eventually mean when 
it comes to custody of Prince and Paris? Well... 

...probably not much. 

The kids are 11 and 12 now, Jackson’s mother Katherine has 
filed for custodianship, and Klein—assuming he is the dad— 
hasn’t said a word publicly. 

(Access Hollywood spoke with Klein’s publicist, who would 
only say that the doctor has been a friend of Jackson’s for two 
decades. More interestingly, the flack says Klein’s attorney 
will not let him speak until the coroner’s report on M.J.’s death 
comes out.) 

Reports are now claiming that Klein and Rowe were “surrogates” 
in producing the kids—an arrangement that usually includes 
ceding of custody as standard operating procedure. 

Also, courts are generally not keen on separating children from 
siblings. Let’s not forget that there’s also Prince Michael II 
aka Blanket, a third child, age 7, and that all three kids have 
been together since he was born. (Mystery surrounds Blanket, 
too, and the mother has never been revealed, even on the birth 
certificate.) 

If anyone other than Katherine has a shot at custody of Prince 
and Paris, it’s Rowe. Some reports are indicating that she might 
not even be the biological mother of Prince or Paris, but she 
does have some parental rights. (Rowe’s lawyer told Radar 
today that this mmor is “entirely false.”)

In the most 
detailed account yet of the 
singer’s tangled financial 
empire, documents obtained 
by The Associated Press show 
Jackson claimed to have a net 
worth of $236.6 million as of 
March 31, 2007. But less than

seven-figure shopping sprees. 
Meanwhile, Sheriff’sLt. Butch 
Amoldi said authorities met 
Tuesday based on speculation 
over a possible memorial 
at Neverland, but Jackson’s 
family had yet to reach out to 
them for assistance with any 
kind of memorial. 

“We have not been contacted 
by any member of the family 
or any representative of 
the family, talking about or 
requesting any kind of event,” 
he said.

A public funeral there on a 
busy holiday weekend could 
bring the rural area’s roads to 
a standstill. 

A statement from Santa 
Barbara County officials said 
the county “cannot confirm 
that any such funeral or 
memorial plans for Michael 
Jackson will occur here 
despite widespread reports 
today by the news media that 
a funeral or memorial event is 
planned for the area.” 
California Highway Patrol 
spokesman Rick Quintero 
said the CHP had not received 
a request for a motorcade. 
“They would definitely need to 
notify us because it’s going to 
impact the motoring public,”

Fans gather 
for Apollo 
Theater’s 
Jackson 
memorial

NEW YORK (AP) — 

Thousands of Michael 
Jackson fans converged 

on Harlem’s famed Apollo 
Theater Tuesday for a public 
tribute to the performer, 
clutching photographs, 

cheering and dancing to his 
music at the legendary venue 
that launched the one-time 
child star’s career. 

Activist the Rev. A1 Sharpton 
gave a rousing speech praising 
the pop star to hundreds of 
fans who crammed into the 
theater as others waited in line 
outside to pay their respects. 
“Michael made young men 
and women all over the world 
imitate us,” Sharpton said. 
“Before Michael, we were 
limited and ghettoized. But 
Michael put on a colorful 
military outfit, he pulled his 
pants up, he put on the one 
glove, and he smashed the 
barriers of segregated music.” 
A black fedora with a white 
glove draped across its brim 
sat on a lone stool on the 
theater’s stage, surrounded 
by elaborate arrangements of 
white lilies. 

Fans left teddy bears, letters 
and homemade posters 
compiled from various images 
of the star. 

One carried a sign that said: 
“Michael we never can say 
goodbye: no no no no.” 
Constance Percival, who 
decades earlier camped out 
in front of Madison Square 
Garden to get tickets for a 
show during Jackson’s “Bad” 
tour, had tears in her eyes after 
attending the Apollo tribute.

The EPA granted California’s long¬ 
standing request — denied by the 
Bush administration — for a waiver 
to allow it to pursue more a stringent 
air pollution rules than required by 
the federal government. It cleared 
the way to implement immediately 
a 2002 state pollution law requiring 
new cars to increase their fuel 
economy 40 percent by 2016. 

Sate regulations to implement the 
law have been in limbo for five years 
because the Bush administration 


refused to provide a waiver required 
by the federal Clean Air Act. 
Thirteen other states and the city of 
Washington have said they want to 
impose the same requirements as 
California once the EPA gave the go- 
ahead. 

“This decision puts the law and 
science first,” EPA administrator 
Lisa Jackson said in a statement, 
suggesting that Stephen Johnson, her 
predecessor at EPAhad ignore historic 
and traditional legal interpretations 
on how the Clean Air Act should 
address the issue when he denied the 


waiver in March, 2008. 

Granting California’s request “is 
consistent with the Clean Air Act as 
it has been used for the last 40 years,” 
said Jackson. 

“After being asleep at the wheel ... 
the federal government has finally 
stepped up,” said California Gov. 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, noting the 
state first requested the waiver in 
December, 2005. 

The California regulation requires 
automakers to increase the fuel 
economy of cars and trucks sold 
in the state by 40 percent to an 
average of 35.5 miles per gallon (15 
kilometers a liter) by 2016. Improve 
auto fuel efficiency results in less 
carbon dioxide being emitted from 
vehicle tailpipes because less fuel is 
burned for every mile traveled. 

The EPA decision also is viewed as 
setting the stage for toward tougher 
national vehicle fuel economy 
requirements promised by President 
Barack Obama in May when he 
announced an agreement to push 
through federal standards at least as 
stringent as those being enacted in 
California. 

Jackson said the California waiver 
decision “reinforces the historic 



agreement on nationwide emission 
standards” announced by Obama last 
May. That agreement has the support 
of automakers, many of the states 
and environmentalists. Obama said 
he wanted nationwide regulations 
boosting the average fuel economy 
of new cars and small trucks to be 
35.5 miles per gallon by 2016, four 
ahead of what Congress required as 
part of a new energy law in 2007. 

But automakers reacted cautiously to 
Tuesday’s action. 

“We are hopeful the granting of 
this waiver will not undermine the 
enormous efforts put forth to create 
the national program,” said Dave 
McCurdy, president of the Alliance 
of Automobile Manufacturers in a 
statement. 

He said the federal approach agreed 
to in May “moves us towards a policy 
that ensures that consumers in all 
50 states have access to highly fuel 
efficient vehicles at an affordable 
price.” 

But environmentalists said the 
decision to give California the go- 
ahead for putting into place its 
emission requirements was long 
overdue and essential for developing 
the national program.Q 
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Administration sends 
Congress consumer law

WASHINGTON (AP) 
President Barack Obama asked 
Congress on Tuesday to create 
a new U. S. agency to police the 
fine print on credit card bills 
and mortgage documents and 
determine what fees, penalties 
and interest rates are fair. 

The Consumer Financial 
Protection Agency would be 
in charge of regulating credit 
cards, savings accounts and 
mortgages in the same way 
other government agencies 
regulate the safety of drugs, 
food and toys. 

Obama said Americans are 
demanding it. 

“Those ridiculous contracts 
with pages of fine print that 
no one can figure out — those 
things will be a thing of the 
past,” the president said in 
a statement accompanying 
the 152-page draft bill. “And 
enforcement will be the rule, 
not the exception.” 

The proposal is part of broader 
plan by Obama to increase 
oversight of the financial 
industry and eliminate 
regulatory gaps believed 
to have contributed to the 
economic crisis. The plan 
would be the most sweeping 
rewrite of the government rule 
book since the 1930s, although 
lawmakers are split on whether 
it does enough to streamline 
the complex system. 


Republicans and bankers, 
however, already are balking 
and gearing up for a fight. 

Part of the agency’s mission 
would be to implement 
new restrictions on credit 
card companies passed by 
Congress this spring. That law 
prohibited arbitrary rate hikes 
and limited access to cards by 
minors. 

The consumer protection 
agency also would regulate 
high-rate “payday loans” and 
the terms on savings, checking 
and debit card accounts, 
including overdraft charges. 
Under the plan, lenders would 
be required to be up front about 
their products, potentially 
applying warning labels to 
risky products like mortgage 
payments that balloon in the 
future. 

The agency’s creation would 
extend federal oversight to a 
market that so far has mostly 
escaped it. Confusing and 
risky mortgages are blamed 
for contributing to the housing 
crisis that roiled Wall Street 
and resulted in a $700 billion 
taxpayer bailout for banks. 
Democrats in Congress 
have embraced the idea of a 
consumer financial watchdog 
as a way of showing voters 
they are on their side during 
tough economic times. 

Rep. Barney Frank, aDemocrat 
and chairman of the House 
Financial Services Committee, 


called the proposal one of his 
highest priorities and said his 
panel would consider it in July 
as part of a broader effort to 
overhaul federal regulations on 
the entire financial industry. 
Sen. Christopher Dodd, who 
faces a tough re-election fight 
next year, also vowed to steer 
the proposal through the Senate 
Banking Committee he chairs 
despite staunch opposition 
from the banking industry. “It 
is unbelievable that some of 
the same irresponsible actors 
that helped create the current 
financial mess would argue 
that we are doing too much 
for consumers,” said Dodd, a 
Democrat. 

Republicans and financial 
executives counter that setting 
strict rules on the consumer 
market will limit options for 
buyers and potentially increase 
the cost of financial products 
as banks try to make up for 
lost revenue. 

Rep. Spencer Bachus, the 
top Republican on the 
House Financial Services 
Committee, said the bill could 
give consumers a false sense 
of security when it comes to 
selecting financial products. 
“The proposed CFPA appears 
to be premised on the idea 
that Washington is better at 
making financial decisions 
for all Americans than leaving 
that choice up to individual 
Americans,” he said.

Associated Press 
consumers would have stayed 
away from many of the risky 
mortgages that contributed to 
the housing crisis had they 
understood them better. 

“Most of the bad products 
were marketed by trickery,” 
she said. Likewise, Treasury 
Department officials said 
the agency’s goal would 
not necessarily be to lay a 
heavy hand on industry. The 
legislation explicitly requires 
the CFPA to consider the 
burden any new rule would 
place on a financial institution 
and whether it would restrict 
consumer access to credit. 
Compliance would be 
enforced through penalties, 
but the CFPA also would 
require an annual operating 
budget, which has yet to be 
disclosed. The agency would 
be independent of other 
government agencies that now 
share those oversight duties 
and take away some power 
from some, most notably the 
Federal Reserve. □ 


Steve Bartlett, president of the 
Financial Services Roundtable, 
said the new agency would 
end up increasing the costs 
of financial products, reduce 
consumer choices and “stifle 
innovation and increase 
confusion” on the part of 
consumers. 

Proponents of the agency say 
its creation does not have to 
mean fewer products on the 
market. 

Elizabeth Warren, a Harvard 
University professor who long 
has advocated creation of a 
consumer-protection agency, 
said she envisions a system 
that would allow products 
to remain available as long 
as lenders are up front and 
concise about their terms. 

For example, the agency 
could allow banks to offer 
mortgages with ballooning 
monthly payments as long as 
lenders compare their terms 
to a traditional fixed-rate 
mortgage.

Among those moved to dance was film director Spike Lee, who 
joined Sharpton on stage to groove to “ABC” and “Rockin’ 
Robin.” 

The line outside stretched 10 blocks north to 135th Street at one 
point, organizers said. Some fans sang their favorite songs and 
danced in the street as they waited. 

“I thought that in my time I’d have the opportunity to see 
him in concert,” said Victoria Campomames, who did a brief 
moonwalk on the sidewalk as “Rock With You” played from a 
nearby store. 

“This is about the closest I’m gonna get.” 

Campomames, wearing a Jackson-style spangled black jacket, 
fedora and white gloves, took the day off from her job at a 
grocery store in Morrisville, Vermont, for the all-day tribute at 
the fabled venue that helped make him a star. 

Thousands were paying their respects at the theater, which was 
letting in 600 people at a time to listen to Jackson’s music, watch 
a video tribute and leave flowers and memorabilia. 

The event seemed half concert and half family reunion. Even a 
security staffer or two could be seen dancing in the aisle. 

The tribute began shortly after 2 p.m. EDT (1800 GMT), but 
many people had lined up hours earlier. 

Ebony Johnson, 19, arrived at midnight to secure a spot near 
the front of the line, clutching a Jackson scrapbook she started 
when she was 14. 

An image of the star was tattooed on her left arm. She said she 
got the tattoo last month in anticipation of his planned comeback 
shows in London. 

“I love him so much — I can’t explain that in words,” she said. 
“I felt like Michael was my family.” 

Admirers wrote messages on a wall of remembrance outside the 
125th street theater. “God bless and be with you M. Jackson,” 
wrote one fan. “We all share your grief. Love always,” read a 
message to his family. 

Fans began assembling at the Apollo soon after Jackson’s 
death Thursday in Los Angeles. It has continued to serve as an 
impromptu memorial site ever since. 

The pop icon’s ties to the theater go back to 1967, when 
The Jackson 5 won the Apollo’s Amateur Night contest. The 
appearance is credited with helping to launch the brother act’s 
career, which later propelled Jackson to solo stardom. 

Jackson last appeared at the Apollo in 2002, invited by former 
President Bill Clinton for a Democratic National Committee 
fundraiser. 

The Apollo also played a role in remembrances for James 
Brown after his death in 2006, hosting a public viewing of the 
“Godfather of Soul” for thousands of fans.Q 


Gunmen Are on group of

Detroit Police were looking 
for two suspects in a green 
minivan, said spokesman Rod 
Liggons. 

Officers were interviewing 
some of the victims in the 
hospital Tuesday evening, he

The 
early evening attack, which 
bore the hallmarks of Sunni 
extremist groups like al-Qaida 
in Iraq, was the second in 
the Kirkuk area since a truck 
bombing killed 82 people on 
June 20. 

The latest blast was a deadly 
example of the violence many 
Iraqis fear will increase with 
the departure of U.S. troops 
from urban areas, despite 
Prime Minister Nouri al- 
Maliki’s confidence in Iraq’s 
nascent security forces. 

The bombing came hours after 
the U.S. military announced 
that four American soldiers 
were killed in combat Monday. 
It was the deadliest attack on 
U.S. forces since May 21, when 
three soldiers were killed and 
nine wounded in a roadside 
bombing in Baghdad. 

“It reminds me that there are 
still dangers out there,” Gen. 
Ray Odiemo, the top U.S. 
soldier in Iraq, said of the 
American deaths. “There are 
still people out there who do 
not want the government of 
Iraq to succeed.” 

The violence marred 
what otherwise was a 
festive occasion as Iraqis 
commemorated the newly 
declared National Sovereignty 
Day with military parades and 
marching bands in the capital. 
Colorful paper balls and 
Iraqi flags were hoisted on 
blast walls at checkpoints as 
patriotic songs blared from 


loudspeakers on sidewalks. 
Plastic flowers and streamers 
decorated police and army 
vehicles. One car had a red 
heart with the English word 
“Love” in the middle, as if for 
Valentine’s Day. 

Some policemen danced atop 
their vehicles as they moved 
in convoys across the capital. 
Traffic was light in Baghdad, 
but particularly thorough 
searches at some checkpoints 
meant long lines of waiting 
cars in parts of the city. 

No matter. 

“I felt it was normal for an 
Iraqi soldier, rather than an 
American, to order me to stop 
for a search,” said Ali Mohsen, 
a 30-year-old government 
employee from the mostly 
Shiite New Baghdad district. 
“The Americans’ cowboy style 
was annoying,” said Mohsen, 
recounting his car journey to 
his brother’s home in eastern 
Baghdad. 

“I hope our forces will be up 
to the task so we can return to 
normalcy,” he said. 

Any failure on their part could 
plunge the country into a new 
round of sectarian warfare 
that could seal Iraq’s fate for 
years. Success would allow 
reconstruction projects to 
go ahead and give leaders of 
Iraq’s rival ethnic and religious 
groups space to negotiate 
an enduring power-sharing 
formula. 

Iraqi authorities welcomed the 
U.S. pullback with nationalist 
rhetoric and celebrations in 
what appeared to be an attempt 
by al-Maliki to rally the public 
behind his government and 
secure more support ahead of 
an election in January. 
Al-Maliki, whose three years 
in office saw a dramatic 
decline in violence, used a 
nationally televised address to 
project an air of confidence. 
“Those who think that Iraqis 
are incapable of protecting 
security in their country and 
that the withdrawal of foreign 
forces will leave a security 
vacuum which will be difficult 
for Iraqi forces to fill are 
making a grave mistake,” the 
prime minister said. 

In Washington, President 
Barack Obama declared 
Tuesday that “Iraq’s future is 
in the hands of its own people,” 
warning of more violence in 


the days ahead but signaling 
optimism that Iraq will prevail 
as a stable, sovereign nation. 
“The Iraqi people are rightly 
treating this as a cause for 
celebration,” Obama said. 
“The future belongs to those 
who build, not to those who 
destroy.” 

Obama predicted new flare- 
ups of violence, citing the 
“senseless bombing” in Kirkuk 
— the latest in a series of 
attacks that have killed close 
to 300 people since June 20. 
“Make no mistake,” Obama 
said, “there will be difficult 
days ahead.” 

At a news conference, 
Odierno charged that Iran was 
continuing to support and train 
militants in Iraq who attack 
U.S. and Iraqi forces with 
rockets and roadside bombs. 
“They have not stopped and 
I don’t think they will stop,” 
Odierno said. “I think many 
of the attacks in Baghdad are 
from individuals that have 
been in fact funded or trained 
by the Iranians.” 

The U.S. pullback is a 
significant step toward the 
final American withdrawal 
from Iraq by the end of 2011, 
a deadline set by a U.S.-Iraqi 
security agreement. 

A small number of the more 
than 130,000 U.S. troops in 
Iraq will remain in the cities as 
trainers and advisers, and the 
military has said it will continue 
to provide intelligence, air 
power, medical and logistical 
assistance to Iraq’s fledgling, 
650,000-member security 
force. U.S. troops will go back 
into cities on missions only if 
requested by the Iraqis. 

U.S. military officials have 
been purposely vague about 
the size and composition of 
the U.S. force that will stay on 
in urban areas. Publicizing a 
number, no matter how small, 
could irritate some Iraqis for 
whom the U.S. pullback is 
a proud moment of national 
significance. And if those 
troops’job description sounds 
too much like current combat 
operations, it could undermine 
the U.S. rationale for the 
withdrawal. 

In a video conference with 
Pentagon reporters Tuesday, 
Odierno refused to give a 
figure for the force staying 
behind. □ 
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The crash came two years after aviation officials 
reported faults with the plane, an Airbus 310 flying 
the last leg of a journey from Paris and Marseille to 
Comoros, with a stop in Yemen to change planes. 
Most of the passengers were from Comoros, a former 
French colony. Sixty-six on board were French 
nationals. 

Khaled el-Kaei, the head of Yemenia airline’s public 
relations office, said a 14-year-old girl survived the 
crash. And Yemen’s embassy in Washington issued 
a statement saying a young girl survived and was 
taken to a hospital. It also said five bodies were 
recovered. 

There were earlier reports that a 5-year-old boy 
survived. El-Kaei said that was not known and the 
airline had lost contact with its office in Comoros 
because of bad weather. 

Yemeni civil aviation deputy chief Mohammed 
Abdul Qader said the flight data recorder had not 
been found and it was too early to speculate on the 
cause of the crash. But he said the wind was 40 mph 
as the plane was landing in the middle of the night. 
“The weather was very bad,” he said, adding the 
windy conditions hampered rescue efforts. 

The Yemenia plane was the second Airbus to crash 
into the sea this month. An Air France Airbus A330- 
200 crashed into the Atlantic Ocean on June 1, 
killing all 228 people on board, as it flew from Rio 
de Janeiro to Paris. 

The Comoros is an archipelago of three main islands 
situated 1,800 miles south ofYemen, between Africa’s 
southeastern coast and the island of Madagascar. It is 
a former French colony of 700,000 people. 

In France, school vacations began this week and 
many on the plane were heading home to visit. 

Gen. Bruno de Bourdoncle de Saint-Salvy, the senior 
commander for French forces in the southern Indian 
Ocean, said the Airbus 310 crashed in deep waters 
about 9 miles north of the Comoran coast and 21 
miles from the Moroni airport. 


French aviation inspectors found a “number of 
faults” during a 2007 inspection of the plane that 
went down, French Transport Minister Dominique 
Bussereau said. 

In Brussels, EU Transport Commissioner Antonio 
Tajani said the airline had previously met EU safety 
checks and was not on the bloc’s blacklist. But he 
said a full investigation was now being started amid 
questions why passengers were put on another jet in 
the Yemeni capital of San’a. 

An Airbus statement said the plane that crashed 
went into service 19 years ago, in 1990, and had 
accumulated 51,900 flight hours. It has been operated 
by Yemenia since 1999. Airbus said it was sending a 
team of specialists to the Comoros. 

The A310-300 is a twin-engine widebody jet that can 
seat up to 220 passengers. 

There are 214 A310s in service worldwide with 41 
operators. 

A crisis center was set up at Charles de Gaulle airport 
in Paris. Many passengers were from the French 
city of Marseille, home to around 80,000 immigrant 
Comorans, more even than Comoros’ capital of 
Moroni. 

Some French Comorans insisted that their earlier 
warnings about the airline’s safety weren’t heeded 
by authorities. 

Stephane Salord, the Comoros’ honorary consul in 
Marseille, called Yemenia’s aircraft “flying cattle 
trucks.” 

“This A310 is a plane that has posed problems for a 
long time, it is absolutely inadmissible that this airline 
Yemenia played with the lives of its passengers this 
way,” he said. 

“Some people stand the whole way to Moroni,” said 
Mohamed Ali, a Comoran who went to Yemenia’s 
headquarters in Paris to try to get more information. 
Thoue Djoumbe, a 28-year-old woman who lives 
in the French town of Fontainebleau, said she and 
others had complained about the airline for years. 
“It’s a lottery when you travel to Comoros,” said 
Djoumbe. 



“We’ve organized boycotts, we’ve told the Comoran 
community not to fly on Yemenia airways because 
they make a lot of money off of us and meanwhile 
the conditions on the planes are disastrous.” 
Christophe Prazuck, French military spokesman, said 
a patrol boat and reconnaissance ship were being sent 
to the crash site as well a military transport plane. 
The French were sending divers as well as medical 
personnel, he said. 

French President Nicolas Sarkozy “expressed his 
deep emotion” about the crash and asked the French 
military to help in the rescue operation, particularly 
from the French islands of Mayotte and Reunion. 
Yemenia airline officials say the 11-member crew 
was made up of six Yemenis, including the pilot, 
two Moroccans, one Indonesian, one Ethiopian and 
1 Filipino. 

They spoke on condition of anonymity because they

United Nations tells Honduras to reinstate president

TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras 
(AP) — Honduras’ ousted 
president won overwhelming 
international support Tuesday 
as he planned a high-profile 
return to his chaotic country. 
The politicians who sent 
soldiers to fly him into exile 
in his pajamas said he will be 
arrested for treason if he tries. 
The showdown was building 
to a climax as the presidents of 
Argentina and Ecuador signed 
on to accompany President 
Manuel Zelaya on a flight 
to Honduras on Thursday. 
Attorney General Luis Alberto 
Rubi said Zelaya would be 
seized “as soon as he sets foot 
on Honduran soil” and face 20 
years in prison on charges that 
also include abuse of authority. 
“I’m going back to calm people 
down. I’m going to try to open 
a dialogue and put things in 
order,” Zelaya said at the 
United Nations. “When I’m 
back, people are going to say 
... ‘commander, we’re at your 
service’ and the army will have 
to correct itself. There’s no 
other possibility.” 

The U.N. General Assembly 
voted by acclamation to demand 
Zelaya’s immediate restoration, 
and the Organization of 


American States was meeting to 
consider suspending Honduras 
for straying from democracy. 
With no international support 
but a significant following 
at home, the new Honduran 
leadership called thousands 
of flag-waving people into 
a downtown plaza. Soldiers 


fenced off the area around 
the presidential palace, where 
security forces used tear gas and 
water cannons Monday against 
Zelaya supporters, injuring and 
arresting dozens. 

The interim president named by 
Congress, Roberto Micheletti, 
said Zelaya could be arrested 
for violating the constitution if 
he returns. Zelaya had defied 
the Supreme Court and called 
a referendum on constitutional 
change that opponents worried 
would lead to Zelaya prolonging 
his presidency. 

Zelaya backed down from the 
referendum on Tuesday, saying 
at the United Nations that he 
would no longer push for the 
constitutional changes he had 
wanted. 

“I’m not going to hold a 
constitutional assembly,” he 
said. “And if I’m offered the 
chance to stay in power, I 
won’t. I’m going to serve my 
four years.” 

He said he would then go back 
to being a farmer — a humble 
description considering the 
wealth he has accumulated in 
ranching and agribusiness. 

“I come from the countryside 
and I’m going to go back to the 
countryside,” he said. 

But Micheletti said it was he 
who would serve out Zelaya’s 
term. 

“We thank God for not letting 
democracy be interrupted in 
our country,” Micheletti told 
some 5,000 cheering supporters 
in white and blue, the colors of

the Honduran flag. Flanked by 
soldiers in camouflage, he said: 
“The heroes of this democratic 
day are the soldiers.” 
Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez, Zelaya’s top ally, said 
any aggression toward Zelaya 
from Micheletti’s government 
should prompt a military 
intervention by the United 
Nations. 

A pro-Zelaya crowd of about 
equal size marched toward 
the presidential palace, now 
protected by a chain-link fence 
and more than 500 soldiers and 
police. They dispersed as rain 
began to fall in the late afternoon 
with no reports of violence — a 
contrast with Monday when 
Zelaya said more than 150 
were injured and 50 arrested. 
Micheletti’s government didn’t 
release figures. 

Micheletti’s foreign minister, 
Enrique Ortez, threw a wild 
card onto the table, telling CNN 
en Espanol that Zelaya had 
been letting drug traffickers 
ship U.S.-bound cocaine from 
Venezuela through Honduras. 
Ortez said the U.S. Drug 
Enforcement Administration 
was aware of Zelaya’s ties to 
organized crime. 

Spokesman Rusty Payne could 
neither confirm nor deny a DEA 
investigation. 

The United States stood firmly 
by Zelaya, however, with State 
Department spokesman Ian 
Kelly saying Washington sees 
no acceptable solution other 
than Zelaya’s return to power. 


He said the United States is 
considering cutting off its aid to 
Honduras, which includes $215 
million over four years from 
the U.S.-funded Millennium 
Challenge Corporation. 

The U.N. vote added to an 
avalanche of international 
denunciations of the military’s 
removal of Zelaya on Sunday, 
which recalled the dark days 
of dictatorship for which Latin 
America was long notorious. 
The world body called on 
all 192 U.N. member states 
to recognize only Zelaya’s 
government in Honduras. 

The Organization of American 
States planned an emergency 
meeting in Washington hours 
later to reinforce the pressure 
to reinstate Zelaya. Some 
members — such as Venezuela 

— want to suspend Honduras 
under an agreement meant to 
prevent military coups, while 
others — including Colombia 

— argue that while the OAS 
should condemn the coup, 
suspending Honduras would be 
interventionist. 

Mexico and Colombia’s 
conservative governments 
joined the region’s leftist 
leaders in condemning Zelaya’s 
removal. Blocked trucks began 
lining up along Honduras’ 
borders as neighboring 
countries imposed a trade ban. 
Some local television stations 
remained off the air and local 
media carried few reports of 
demonstrations in Zelaya’s 
favor, apparently under 
government pressure. Ortez 
said freedom of expression was 
in full force but did not directly 
address the closure of stations 
or the temporary detention of 
journalists. 

The U.S. military, which 
has close ties to Honduran 
commanders, tried to avoid 
getting caught up in the dispute. 
It ordered most of its 800 
personnel to remain inside the 
Soto Cano air base, 60 miles 
north of Tegucigalpa, allowing 
only “mission-essential” tasks, 
Southern Command spokesman 
Jose Ruiz said in Miami. 
Honduras receives about $1 
million a year from the United 
States to fight drug trafficking 
and Soto Cano is a key base in 
the fight against drugs. There’s 
also a contingent of DEA 
agents in country. U.S. and 
Honduran officials estimate 
about 100 tons of Colombian 
cocaine pass through Honduras 
annually on their way to the 
United StatesQ 
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Turkish prosecutors seek arrest of colonel 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — A civilian 
prosecutor in Turkey on Tuesday 
demanded the arrest of a navy colonel 
on suspicion of conspiring to discredit 
the Islamic-rooted government. 

The case highlights tensions between 
the government and the staunchly 
secular military, whose prosecutors 
earlier said there was no evidence 
implicating Navy Col. Dursun Cicek. 
On Friday, parliament passed a law 
empowering civilian courts, not 
military ones, to prosecute military 
personnel in peacetime. 

Civilian prosecutors questioned nine 
officers on Tuesday, but only asked for 
the arrest of Cicek by a court, the state- 
run Anatolia news agency said. It did 
not provide details on what charges he 
might face. 

Also Tuesday, Prime Minister Recep 


Tayyip Erdogan, President Abdullah 
Gul and Gen. Ilker Basbug, the 
military chief, held a seven-hour 
meeting of the National Security 
Council. They discussed the alleged 
military conspiracy in which Cicek 
was implicated. 

“Reactions and thoughts have been 
expressed against statements and media 
reports that are aimed at fraying the 
state’s institutions,” the council said in 
a statement without elaborating. 

“It has been noted that these kind 
of activities would not benefit our 
country,” it said. 

The alleged conspiracy came to light 
in Taraf newspaper, which printed a 
document said to be a blueprint for a 
smear campaign against Erdogan’s 
party, including the use of the media 
to make it appear as corrupt and acting 


against its Islamic principles. 

The document also suggests 
discrediting pro-government cleric 
Fethullah Gulen, who lives in the 
U.S., by arranging for the discovery of 
weapons and ammunition in houses of 
his supporters. 

Cicek had denied that he had compiled 
such a plan and said the signature 
beneath the document was not his. 
Military-backed secular elites fear 
Erdogan’s party is trying to dismantle 
the secular political system in the 
predominantly Muslim country. 

The military, which has staged coups in 
the past, regards itself as the guardian 
of secularism. Its political profile has 
been curtailed in recent years, as Turkey 
seeks to join the European Union. The 
military says it supports the country’s 
EU bid.Q

Michael Curry was fired by the 
Detroit Pistons on Tuesday for 
finishing with a losing record 
in his first year as coach and 
being swept in the first round 
of the NBA playoffs. 

The Pistons began last season 
with big hopes but couldn’t 
recover from the loss of All- 
Star point guard Chauncey 
Billups in a November trade 
to Denver for Allen Iverson. 
The Pistons went 39-43 
and exited the playoffs in 
four lopsided losses to the 
Cleveland Cavaliers. 

Joe Dumars, the team’s 
president for basketball 
operations, said after that 


series that Curry would 
return. 

“This was a difficult decision 
to make,” Dumars said in a 
statement on Tuesday. “I want 
to thank Michael for his hard 
work and dedication to the 
organization. However, at this 
time, I have decided to make 
a change.” 

Immediately after the season, 
Dumars defended Curry in the 
face of Detroit’s demise. 

“It was an up-and-down 
season for him,” Dumars 
said.“And, an up-and down- 
season for us. ... 

The fact that we made so 
many changes for a first-year 
coach, I had to step back and 
be a little more patient than I 
have been. 

“During the season I said to 
myself, ‘What effect is this 
having on him as a first-year 
coach.’ I tried to put myself in 
his shoes.” 

In January, Curry said he 
expected to be held responsible 
for the team’s fortunes. 

“It’s part of the job,” he said. 
“When you lose, it’s the 
coach’s fault. When you win, 
the players get the praise.” 
Dumars fired coach Flip 
Saunders last year after he 
led the team to the Eastern 
Conference finals in each of 
his three seasons. Curry was 
an assistant under Saunders 
for one season. 

Curry is a former president of 
the NBA Players Association. 
He played for the Pistons in 
1995-1997 and 1999-2003.□

Perhaps realizing better deals 
weren’t coming this summer, 
Utah’s Carlos Boozer and 
Mehmet Okur declined to 
become free agents on sday. 
Boozer exercised his player 
option for next season — he 
previously said he wouldn’t 
— and Okur declined his early 
termination option. 

The Detroit Pistons and 
Oklahoma City Thunder have 
the most money to spend, 
but apparently have different 
strategies. The Pistons, who 
freed up millions when they 
dealt Chauncey Billups to the 
Denver Nuggets for Iverson 
and his expiring contract, 
are expected to pursue 
Gordon and perhaps Charlie 
Villanueva. The Milwaukee 
Bucks let Villanueva become 
a free agent, and he could 
also draw interest from the 
Cleveland Cavaliers. 

The Thunder don’t seem as 
eager to throw their money 
around, knowing a better 
bet could be slowly building 
around a young core featuring 
Kevin Durant, Jeff Green and 
Russell Westbrook. 

Both NBA finalists face free 
agency decisions. The Los 
Angeles Lakers will try to 
keep their championship core 
intact by retaining Lamar 
Odom and Ariza, while the 
Orlando Magic appear likely 
to lose Turkoglu after trading 
for Vince Carter last week. 
The Houston Rockets must 
determine how much they 
value Artest, the last man 
standing among their big 
three after injuries to Tracy 
McGrady and Yao Ming. 

“We have 11 guaranteed 
contracts now and obviously 
have free agents we need 
to decide on, Ron and Von 
(Wafer),” Rockets general 
manager Daryl Morey said 
last week.

Radwanska was playing in her third Grand Slam 
quarterfinal, 27 fewer than Venus, and while she upset 
Maria Sharapova at the 2007 U.S. Open, a stunner of that 
magnitude never seemed a possibility Tuesday. Venus won 
the first five games and the last six, compiling a 29-6 edge 
in winners. 

Pounding aces, Venus won 16 of 18 points on her serve in 
the first set on a steamy day, the temperature about 32 C 
(90 F) and not a cloud overhead at Court 1. 

“Her tennis is so powerful,” Radwanska said. “Very hard 
to do anything.” 

It took all of 68 minutes, leaving Venus ample time to 
shower, change, do postmatch interviews and still make it 
into the guest box for Serena’s match. 

Azarenka hits the ball quite hard herself, letting out a grunt 
that sounds something like “Whoop!”, but she couldn’t 
keep up. She even felt compelled to clap after a couple of 
Serena’s best strokes. 

“She really showed the unbeatable Serena,” Azarenka 
acknowledged. 

Azarenka did break for a 3-2 lead in the second set, but 
Serena didn’t let her win another game. When Serena 
smacked one last forehand winner, she jogged to the net, 
pumping her fists. Up in the stands, Venus stood and 
applauded. 

“We definitely upped our level of game today,” said Serena, 
who hit nine aces. “We had really tough opponents, so we 
had to.”
